cumftantial and pompous detail of their propoted plan: all arfogating to 
themfelves fome peculiar excellepce, and each promifing more} entertain- 
ment than their predeceffors ; how far they have an{wered the etpectations 
they raifed, and how feduloufly they have adhered to their idefign, is 
not for us to determine ; their fuccefs we think the beft rule by which they 
may be judged. 

As for us, we fhall not trouble you witha tirefome account of what we in- 
tend to write or tocompile; let the matter {peak for itfelf; if it pleafes, it is 
all we want, or you defire ; one thing only we fhall imitate our btethren ir, 
that is, to requeft the correfpondence and ailiftance of the learned ahd witty of 
all denominations, whofe favours we fhall gratefully receive, with this caution 
only, that party or perfonal invective fhall never find place with ¢s. 

Some years ago an ingenious gentleman of the trade in this city publithed 
a Magazine, which, not “from want of merit or fuccefs, but from tome unac- 
countable fatality, he thought proper to drop, jult when he had the faireft 
prof{pect of eftablithing it ; how could it be otherwife, being the fu'ft and only 
periodical production on an enlarged plan that had as yet been athempted i in 
this city? and are we to fuppofe the capital of this kingdom, thé fecond in 
the Britith Empire, could not find fale for one magazine? the dontrary is 
obvious, as great numbers are monthly imported, the matter of many little 
deferving your favour. 

Thefe reafons have encouraged us to this undertaking ; if weimeet with 
your approbation, we fhalJ, with unremitting care, continue our labours ; if 
not, we’ thall at leaft have this confolation, that we meant well.

intelligent perfon, born in the ma-

Mr. John Reutz, 


The latter end of Auguft, in the 
year 1745, as I was on a voyage, in 
my return from ‘lrundhiem, in a 
very caim and hot day, having a 
mind to putin at Molde, it happen- 
ed, that when we were arrived with 
my veilel within fix Englith miles of 
the atorefaid Molde, being at a place 
satted Jule-Nieis,as 1 was reading in a 
book, L heard a kind of a murmur- 
ing voice from amongft the men at 
the oars, who were eight in number, 
and obierved that the man at the 


helm ke pt of fromthe lance. Upon 
this len 1quir red what was the :natter ; 


and was informed that there was a 
{fea-fnake betore us. I then ordered 


the man at the helm to keep to the 
land again, and to come up with this 
crea-

creature, of which I had heard fo ma- 
nv itories. Though the fellows were 
under {ome apprehen fions, they were 
obliged to obey my orders. In the 
mean time this fea-{nake pailed by 
us, and we were obliged to tack the 
veffel about, in order to get nearer 
soit. As the {nake iwam falter than 
we could row, | took my gun, that 
was ready charged, and fired at it: 
on this he immediately plunged un- 
der the water We rowed to the piace 
where it funk down (which 1n the 
calm might be eafily obferved) and 
lay upon our oars, thinking it would 
come up again to the furface: how- 
ver, it did not. When the fnake phine- 
ed down, the water appe ared thick 
and red; perhaps fome of the fhot 
might wound it, ince being 
very little. ‘The head 2 
which it held more chan two tect 
above the furface of the water, rctem- 
bled that of a horie. It was ot a 
greyith colour, and the mouth was 
quite black, and very large. It had 
black eyes, and a long white mane, 
that hung down from the neck to the 
furface of the water. Befides the head 
and neck, we faw feven or eight folds 
or coils of this inake, which were very 
thick, and, as far as we could guefs, 
there was about 2 fathom diftance be- 
tween each fold. | related this af- 
fair in a certain company, where there 
was a perfog of diitinction prefent, 
who delired that I would communi- 
cate to him an authentic detail of al!

The drawing annexed gives me the 
greatcit reafon to conclude, (what by 
other accounts 1 have thought proba- 
ble) that there are fea-fnakes, like 
other fifth, of different forts. That 
which Mr. Egede faw, and probably 
all thofe who failed with him, had 
under ‘ts body two flaps, or perhaps 
‘wo broad fins; the head was longer, 
and the body thicker, but much fhort- 
er than thole fea-{nakes, of which I 
have had the moft confiltent accounts. 
Though one cannot have an oppor- 
tunity of taking the exact dimentions 
ofthis creature, yet all that have 
feen it are unanimous in affirming, 
as far as they can judge at a diftance, 
it appears to be of the lenoth of a 
cable, 1. e. 109 fathoms, or 650 
Engliuh feet; that it lies on the {ur- 
face of the water, (when it is very 

calm) in many folds, and that there 
are in a line with the head, fome 
fmall parts of the back to be feen 
above the furface of the water when 
it moves orbends.

the water. Some fay it annually 
fheds its fkin like the Land-{nake ;

This 
raifed my ceriofity to know the truth, 
and accordingly I wrote thither for 
proper information, defiring the fa- 
vour of a flip of it, by way of fpe- 
crmen; but it feems there was no 
fuch ching, at leaft not at that time:

It died initantly, 
thouch no-body dared to go near it 
even then, till the y were obliged to 
throw it overboard, by the infuppor- 
table ftink which was cauted by the 
fofe and vifcid flime, to which 1t was 
at length ciflolved by the 
the wind. It feems the wind 1s {fo 
deftructive to this creature, that, as 
has been obferved betore, it is never 
feen on the furface of the water, but 
in the greateft calm, and the leatt 
guft of wind drives it immediately 
to the bortom again. One of thele 
Sea-{nakes was feen at Amunds Yaa- 
gen, in Norhord, fome years ago. 
ft came in between the rocks, pro- 
bably at high water, and died there.

Thefe 
they throw out to him therefore when 
in danger. The author, jult cited allo 
{: ays that various expc eriments Confirm 
this fingular phenomenon, 
any man has caltor about ma when 
in the water, he finks initantly to 
the bottom like a ftene, th ough he 
be ever fo good afwimmer. for the 
truth of this he rees upon the tefti- 
mony of Thom. Bartholin. in Cen- 
tur. II. Hiltor, Anatom. Hift. 17. p. 
20]. 

An eminent apothecary here has 
informed me, th: it, inftead of caftcr. 
our fifhermen provide e themfelves with 
nothing but alja fetida, by Way of 
defence againit the hurtful fea ani- 
mais: for if what they carry have 
but a ftrong fmell, it has the fame 
cte«t upon thofe fea fnakes, &c. be- 
fides, affa frtida comes at a lower 
price than catlor. 

In the remote parts of Norway, ac- 
cording to fome accounts, people 
have been poifoned with the excre- 
ments of the fea ferpent, which are 
often feen here, efpecially in Nord- 
land, in the f{ummer months, float- 
ing on the water like a fat flime. 
This vifcid matter is fuppofed by our 
hihermen to be fomewhat vomited 
up by them, or elfe their fperm, or 
fome other humour. If a ftherman 
finds this matter near his net, and 


inadvertently let any of it touch his 
band, it wall occafion a paintul {wel- 
ling and wflammation, which has 

often 
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often proved fo dangerous as to re- 
quire an amputation “of the limb.

Few years age, three lads, ap- 
prentices to a weaver 18 Spital- 


fields, upon a little inditpofition, be- 
fought their muiltrefs to procure them

A failor happening unluckily to 
be at her houfe at the time, the afked 
hin what fort fhe fhould give them. 
He anfwered, gamboge, as was com- 
monly ufed on board of fhips, and 
cured all glls. 

Accordingly, on Sunday morning 
(to fave a day) fhe indifcreetly gave 
a piece to every one, by guets only, 
which foon worked fo violently, as 
to difpatch the two youngeit, even 
betore people returned from church. 

The eldett, and ftouteft, nearly 
out of his time, was ordered to run 
into the garden, and walk britkly 
about, inorder, asthey thought, for 
the rough phykic to work off the 
quicker ; but finding himfelf unable 
to hold out any longer, and offering 
to enter the houfe again, he fudden.- 
ly fell down dead on the threfhold 
of the door.

A fimilar accident happened in 
our hundred of Rochford, told me 
lait week by an eye witnefs of the 
fact.

Hoffman, and fome others, con-

He neverthelefs cautions againit its 
ufe, where the patient can’t eatily 
bear vomiting. 

I mention fuch meiancholy acci- 
dents by way of precaution, to pre- 
vent the like fatal effe¢éts for the fu- 
ture, and to advife both patient and 
prefcriber never to ufe fuch drafise 
purges, without good advice, and 
pioper directions. 

I have indeed, upon certain occafi- 
Ons, as for incipient dropties, order 
ed it to even ten or twelve grains for 
adofe; but it was to robult bodies 
only, who could bear great fhaking 
-~-not elfe. [tis certainly an excel. 
lent drug in fome difficult cafes,when 
ufed with judgment, but a danger- 
ous medicine in the hands of the ty 
norant and unfkilful---the very beit 
medicines always becoming the ver;

A CRITIQUE on the new Comedy of 
the WesT-INDIAN. 


HENEVER the public has 

given fuch marks of its ap- 
probation ,to any dramatic peiform- 
ance, as it has lately done tothe 
Comedy of the Welt-Indian, it is 
the duty of every ¢ritical writer, in 
juftice to that Public, the Auihor, 
and himfelf, to confider carefully 
the merits and demerits of the play 
in queftion, before he fhall venture 
to contradict, or even join the ap- 
plaufes of crowded theatres. 1 will 
grant that the Public may, and has 
been, mifled in many inftances, and 
that it is the duty of the true critic 
to point out the errors it has run in- 
to, for the general good ; but then, 
the public judgment fhould not be 
appealed from too rafhly, nor an au- 
thor’s property and reputation at- 
tacked wantonly or malevolently. 

I preface thus much in defence of 
critical decency, as 1t1s now become 
the mode to hurry indigefted pane- 
pyric or animadverfion into News- 
Papers and Magazines upon plays, 
not only before they are printed, and 
confequently before they are read, 
but even before they are well feen. 
J need not prove the injuftice of fuch 
a proceeding, nor point out the par- 
ticular places where fuch inftances 
of human weaknefs and malice are to 
be found. I fhall content myfelf to 
{peak fairly and impartially my own 
fentiments, and fhall be ready to 
change them if a better judgeof thefe 
matters will as fairly and impartially 
convince me of my errors. 

Having. often attended the repre 
fentation of this new comedy before 
the publication of it, I confefs that 
i never received more pleafure from 
any theatrical performance; nor did 
1 find, by a calm perufal of the fame 
piece in my clef:t, that the ators 
had, by their art and cunning, im- 
pofed counters upon me for ‘tering 
money.

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As I am now as well qualified to 
give my reafons for this opinion as 
i ever can be, Lonly beg that your 
readers will be as candid as [ am, 
and confider what a plain impartial 
man has to fay for and againit the 
preient obje&t of their praife and ad- 
miration. 

The Weft-Irdian is of that fpecies 
of comedy, which | think all writers 
upon the drama agree to place in the 
firtt clafs,* viz. a groupe of charac- 
ters conterned in an interefling plot 
---The charaéters are itrong, and of 
that kind which rarely fink into low 
humour, and never into farce. It 
is likewife a comedy of fentiment, 
in the beft fenfe of the term; forthe 
fentiments are fo incorporated with 
the character, that they appear to be 
every perfon’s natural language. | 
will endeavour, by a tamiliar in- 
ftance, to fhew the difference be- 
tween characteriftic fentiment, and 
that which is too commonly made 
ufe of in modern comedies.---The 
firft is arich embroidery,  interwo- 
ven, as it were, with the ituff it 
adorns, and cannot be removed from 
it; the other is aclumfy, taltelefs, 
ill«fuited Appliquée, and may be 
taken off, or put upon, any other 
cloth or colour, but can never appear 
of a piece with any of them---For 
example; nothing has been more 
hacked in our tragedies and come- 
dies, than the praife of liberty ; and 
it cannot indeed be too often incul- 
cated, at it is brought upon the ftage 
character iflucally. 

At the entrance of the young Weft- 
Indian, he gives an account of the 
buflle and fcuffle he had at his landing 
with the mob; -upon'which, Steck- 
wellfays, ‘* Well, Mr. Belcour, ’tis 
a rough fample you have had of my 
countrymen’s fpirit;: but l tuft you 
will not think the worfeof them for 

it.” y HA 
‘© Belcour. Not at all, not at.all; 
I like ’em the better;, were l.only a 
vifitor, I might pewbaps! wih them 
a little more traéteble 5; bas. ts(afel- 
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low-fubje&t, anda tharer in the free- 
dom, | applaud their fpirit, though 
I feel the effects in every bone of my 
fkin.” 

What can be more eafy, natural, 
and fpirited, than this anfwer? [ 
could give many inftances of this 
characteriftic fentiment in Belcour, 
but | took the firft that occurred, as 
a pattern of the beft kind of drama- 
ticembroidery. Dudley, fen. an old 
officer, is as ‘full of fentiment as vir- 
tue; and yet | will anfwer, that no 
fpeftator or teader has thought him 
either formal or dall=-And why? 
Becaufe his ‘entiments are characte- 
riftic. I know no charaéter has more 
fentiment than that excellent one 
of Major O'Flaherty; and yet his 
thoughts are fo-adapted to his turn 
of mind and expreflion, that you 
laugh atin ‘him, what you would 
admire in anbther perfon. The fa-

Give me leave to ftop the warmth 
of my regard for this perfonage, and, 
without offence to the author, make 
an obje&ion to the major’s boafting 
of his five wives; J know it wil] be 
faid, that tt 1s qualified by thea /a 
Miittaire; but } fay, it is not of a 
piece with the Major’s principles, to 
talk of his women like a young mili- 
tary coxcomb, nor make a joke of 


his having had, and leaving them--- 
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There are two characters in this 
comedy which have always given me 
great delight, from their novelty and 
nature; J mean the young lovers--- 
Mifs Rufport being in love witha 
worthy young Officer of no fortune, 
declares her paflion in a noble, but 
delicate, manner; and raiies her 
character by a behaviour which would 
fink it, were the circumftances reverf- 
ed. Young Dudley, on the other 
hand, from a delicate confciou{nefs 
of his want of fortune, ftifles the 
warm impulfe of bis paflion for Mifs 
Rufport, and appears cool to her no- 
ble generous declarations. The mo- 
ment it is known that he has got a 
fortune, equal if not fuperior to her’s, 
fhe grows referved, and he ts all tian- 
fport and affection. ‘There is fome- 
thing fo original and fo pleafing im 
the management and conduct of thefe 
two charatters, that 1 pronounce 
them the production of a moft elegant 
mind, and formed to fucceed in that 
very dangerous but honourable em- 
ployment, of entertaining the public. 

| have now gone through with my 
firft tafk of laying before your read- 
ers the characters, and what Iarean 
by the charatteriltic fentiments of the 
comedy. I have not faid any thing 
of two of the principal perfonages in 
the Drama, Mr. Stockwell and lady 
Ruiport; the frit makes a reputable 
figure in the drama, but has nothing 
particularly to mark him from many 
other fathers upon the ftage; the 
part is well written, and molt wor- 
thily employed. Lady Rufpor:, who 
is moft artfully introduced as a con- 
trait to her daughter-in-law, and 
gives that variety which is requifite 
to keep up the fpirit of the Drama, 
may have fome refemblance to other 
characters upon the ftlage; but the 
author, in his manner of employing 
her, has made her his own. The 
fubordinate parts of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fulmer have their merit; they ave 
literally procurers to the audience, 
and bring about every circumftance 
and fitaation of diftrefs and pleafarc ; 
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without them, the amiable mifs Dad. 
ley had not paifed for her brother's 
miftrefs ; nor the fpirtt,. jaffion, ge- 
nerofity, and frailty of Helcour ap- 
peared in fuch full perfection, The 
circumftance of the jewels; the great 
ftrnggle between paflion afid honour, 
the miltakes of young Dudley, mifs 
Dudley, Belcour, and mifs Rufport, 
are all owing to this worthy couple, 
who likewile make no itconfidera- 
ble hgure, though they aée the infe- 
rior engines of the Drama:

Junius on the late Negotiations with 
Spain. 


F we recolle& in what manner the 
king’s friends have been conftant- 

ly employed, we fhall have no rea- 
fon to be furprafed at any: condition 
of difgrace, to which the jonce ref- 
pected name of Englithmah may be 
degraded. His Majefly has no cares, 
but fuch -as concern the flaws and 
conititution of this country. In his 
royal breait there is no rogm left for 
refentment, no place for hoftile fen- 
timents againf the naturgl enemies 
of hiscrown. ‘The fyftem pf govern. 
ment is uniform.---Vielenge and op- 
prefion at home can only be tup- 
ported by treachery and fubmiflion 
abroad. When the civil rights of the 
people are daringly invaded on one 
fide, what have we to ekpedt, bne 
that their political: rights: thould be 
deferted and betrayed, if the fame 
proportion, on the other ?; The plan 
of domeftic policy, which has been 
invariably purlued, fron} the mo- 
inemt of his pretent mayefty’s ac- 
cefion, engrofies all the ajtention of 
C 2 his 
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his fervants. They know that the 
fecurity of thesr places depends upon 


their maintaining, at any hazard, 
the fec:et Cy fer of the clefer. A 


foreign war might embarrafs, an un- 
favourable event might ruin the mi- 
nifter, and dce‘cat the deep laid 
fcheme of poficy, t which he and 
his affociates owe theiremployments. 
Rather than fuffer the execution of 
that fcheme to be delayed or inter 
rupted, the king has been advifed to 
make a pul blig furrender, a folemn 
facrifice, in the face of all Europe, 
not only of the interelts of his fub- 
jects, but of His own perfonal repu- 
tation, and of: the dignity of that 
crown, which) his predecelors have 
worn with honour. Thefe are trorg 
terms, Sir, but they are fupported 
by faé&t and arhument 

The king of Geeat Britain had 
been, for fomé years in poneffion of 
an ifland, to which, as the miniltry 
themfelves have repeated}y aiferted, 
the Spaniards had no claim of right. 
The importance of the place 1s not 
in gueftion. If w,were, a better 
radgment might be formed of it from 
the Opinions of lord Anfon and lord 
Eemont, and from the anxiety of the 
Spaniards, than from any fallacious 
infinvations thrown out by men, 
whofe intereft tris to undervalue that 
property which they are Getermined 
to relinguith. The 
Spain were a fubjet of negotiation 
between the two courts. They had 
been difcutied, but not admitted. 
he kine ot Spain, in thefe circum- 
tances, bids adieu to amicable neco- 
tration, and appests direétly to the 
{word. ‘Lhe expedition acaintt port 
f.eomont does not appear to have been 
a fadden ill- concerted enterprile. It 
feems to have been co nduéted not 
only with the wtual nuilitary precau- 
gions, but in all the forms and cere- 
monies of war. A frigate was firft 
employed to examin: 
the place. A ne age was then fent, 
demanding immedi ate poileition, in 
the catholic king’s name, and order- 


pretenfion s of

ing our people to depart. At laft a 
military force appears, and compels 
the garrifon to furrender. <A formal 
capitulation enfues, and his mayef- 
ty’s fhip, which might at leatt have 
been perinitted to bring home his 
troops immediately, 1s detained in 
ore twenty days, and her rudder 
forcibly taken aw ay. 
facts carries no appearance of the 
rafhnefs or violence of a Spantth go- 
vernor. Onthe contrary, the whole 
plan feems to have been formed and 
executed, in confequence of delibe- 
rate orders, anda regular inftruction 
from the Spanith court. Mr. Buc- 
carelli is not a pirate, nor has 
he been treated as fuch by thofe 
who employed him. I feel for the 
honour of a gentleman, when I af- 
hrm that our ‘kin ig owes hima fignal 
reparation,---W here will the humi- 
lhation of this country end !---A king 
of Great Britain, not contented with 
placing himfelf upon a level with a 
Spanifh governor, defcends fo low 
as to do a notorious injuttice to that 
governor. Asa falvo for his own 
reputation, he has been advifed to 
traduce the character of a brave offi- 
cer, and to treat him as a common 
robber, when he knew with certain- 
ty that Mr. Buccarelli had adted in 
obedience to his orders, and haddone 
no more than his duty. Thus it 
happens, in private life, with a man 
who has no fpirit nor fenfe of ho- 
nour.---One of his equals orders a 
fervant to {trike him.---Inttead of re- 
turning the blow to the matter, his 
courage 1s contented with throwing 
an afperfion, equally falie and pub- 
lic, upon the character of the fer- 
vant. 

This fhort recapitulation was ne- 
ceflary to introduce the confideration 
of his majeity’s fpeech, and the fub- 
fequent meafures of government. 
The exceffive caution, with which the 
{peech was drawn up, had impreffed 
upon me an early conviction, that no 
ferious refentment was tho ioht of, 
and that the conclufion of the buft- 
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nefs, whenever it happened, mutt, 
in fome degree, be difhonourable to 
Pneland. ‘There appears, through 
the whole ipeech, a guard and re- 
ferve in the choice of enprefhion, 
which fhews how careful the minittry 
wete, pot to embarrafs their future 
proects by any firm or fpirited de- 
claration fromthe throne. When all 
_— of peace are Jolt, his maye ity 
s his parliament, that he 1s pre- 
ariee, --not for barbarous war, but 
(with all his mother’s foftnefs) ‘ for a 
different fituation.’--- It would indeed 
be happy for this country, 1f the la- 
dy | {peak of were obliged to prepare 
herlelf for a different fituation.---An 
open hoftility, authorifed by the ca- 
tholic king, 1s called * an act of a 
covernor.’ This act, to avoid the 
mention of a regular fiege and fur- 
render, paffes under the piratical de- 
fcription of ¢ feizing by force ;’ and 
the thing taken is de feribed, ae asa 
part of the king’s territory or proper 
dominion, but merely as a * poffeili- 
on,’ a word expreisly chofen in con- 
tradittinétion to, and exclution of, 
the idea of ‘ right,’ and to prepare 
us for a future turrender both of the 
right and of the pofleiiion. Yet this 
{peech, Sir, cautious and equivocal 
as itis, cannot, by any fophittry, be 
accommodated tothe meatures which 
have fince been adopted. It feemed 
to promife, that whatever might he 
given up by fecret ttipulation, fome 
care would be taken to fave appear- 
ances to the public. ‘The event 
fhews us, that, todepart, inthe mi- 
nuteit article, from the nicety and 
ftrictnefs of punctilio, is as dangerous 
to national honour, as to female vir- 
tue. The woman, who admits of 
one familarity, feldom knows where 
to top, or what to refufe ; andwhen 
the counfels of a preat country pive 
wav ina fingle initance,---wheu once 
they are inclined to fubmiffion, every 
ftep accelerates the rapidity of the 
deicent. The miniflry themfelve:s 
wien they framed the f{peech, did 
nocforeive, that they fhould ever ac- 
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cede to fuch an sccommodation, as 
they have finee a - fed their’ matter 
to accept of, 

The king fays, ¢ The sabes of 
my crown and the rights of riv peo- 
ple are deeply affected.’ ‘The 
niard, in his reply, fays, * 1: 
back poflediion, but | adhere to mv 
claim ot prior nioht, referving the 
aflertion of it tor a more + wee 
Cpportunity.’ : 

The f{peech fays, ‘I madeian im 
mediate demand ot fatisfa ction, and, 
if that fails, | am prepared todo my- 
felf juttice.’ This immediate de- 
mand muit have been fent to Ma rdrid 
on the 2th of September, :or ina 
few days after. It was certa inly re- 
fuled, or evaded, and the king * has 
not’ sous himielf juflice.---Wheu. the 
firit magiftrate (pe aks to the nation, 
fome care fhould be taken of his ap- 
parent veracity. , 

The tpeech proceeds to fay, ¢ I 
fhall not dife nonve my preparations, 
unul | have received proper tepara- 
tion fortheinjury.’ It this afkurance 
may be reliedon, what an enbrmous 
expence ts entailed, /xe ate, upon this 
unhappy country! refutuuon cf a pof- 
feflion, and reparation of ananyjury, 
are as different in jubftance, as they 
aie in language. The very adt of re- 
ftitution m: ay contain, as in vhis ne 
ftance it palpably does, a frameful 
aogravation of the injury

an injury by the mere pot:tyve da- 
mage he has fultained. Hie contiders 
the principle on which it isitound~ 
ed;---he refents the (uperiobity a{- 
ened over him ; and rejects with in- 
dipnation the claim of richt,; which 
his adverfary endeavours to eftablith, 
and would force him to aaknow- 
ledve. 

‘The motives, 1 the catho- 
lic king makes rettitution, are, if 
poflible, more infolent and cngrace- 
ful to our fovereign, than evk n the 
dec'aratorv. condition annexed to if. 
After taking four months ta confi- 
der, whether the expedition was un- 
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dertaken by: his own orders or not, 
he condeicends to difavow the enter- 
prize, and rettore the ifland,---noet 
from any regard to jultice; —- not 
trom any regard he bears to his Bri- 
tannic majelty, but merely * from the 
perfuafion in which he is of the pa- 
cific fentiments of the king of Great 
Britain.’---At this rate, if our king 
had difcovered the {pirit of a man,-- 
if he had made a peremptory demand 
of fatisfaétion, the king of Spain 
would have given him a peremptory 
retufal. But why this unfeafonable, 
this ridiculous mention of the king 
of Great Britain’s pacific intentions f 
Have they ever been in quelt on? 
Was 4¢ the aggrefforr Does he at- 
tack foreipn powers without provo- 
cation? Does he even refit, when 
he isinfulted ? No, Sir, if any ideas 
of ftrife or hoftility have entered his 
royal mind, they have a very diffe- 
rent direction. The enemies of Eng- 
Jand have nothing to fear from them, 

Atter all, Sir, to what kind of 
difavowal has the king of Spain at 
Jat confented ? Suppotng it made in 
proper time, it fhould have been ac- 
companied with infant reititution ; 
and, if Mr. Buccarella ated without 
orders, he dejerved death. Now, 
Sir, inftead of immediate reilitution, 
we have four months negotiation, 
and the officer, whote act 1s difavow- 
ed, returns to court, and is loaded 
with honours. 

If the actual fituation of Europe be 
confidered, the treachery of the 
king’s fervants, particularly of lord 
North, who takes the whole upon 
himfelf, will appear in the ilrongett 
colours of aggravation. Our allies 
were maiters of the Mediterranean. 
The king of France’s prefent averfion 
from war, and the diitraétion of his 
affairs are notorious. He is now in 
a ftate of war with his people. In 
vain did the catholic king folicit him 
to take part in the quarrel againit us. 
His finances were in the laft dilorder, 
and it was probable that his troops 
might find fuihcrent employment at 
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home. In thefe circumftances, we 
might have di@ated the law to Spain. 
‘There are no terms, to which fhe 
might not have been compelled to 
At the worft, a war with 
Spain alone carries. the faireft pro- 
mife of advantage. One good effect 
at Jeaft would have been immediately 
produced by it.

When 
the French king is reconciled to his 
fubjects---when Spain has compleat- 
ed her preparations---when the col- 
lected ftrength of the Houle of Bour- 
bon attacks us at once, the king him- 
felf will be able to determine upon 
the wifdom or impradence of his pre- 
fent conduct. As far as the proba- 
bility of argument extends, we may 
fafely pronounce, that a conjeéture, 
which threatens the very being of 
this country, has been wilfully pre- 
pared and torwarded by our own mi- 
niltry. How far the people may be 
animated to refiftance under the pre- 
fent adminiftration, | know not ; but 
this ] know with certainty, that, un- 
der the prefent adminiftration, or if 
any thing like it fhould continue, it 
is of very little moment whether we 
are 2 conquesed nation or not. 
Having travelled thus far in the 

high yoad of matter of fact, I may 
now be permitted to wander a little 
into the field of imagination. Let 
us banifh from our minds the perfua- 
fion that thefe events have really 


happened i in the reign of the beft of — 


princes. Let us confider them as no- 
thing more than the materials of a 
fable, in which we may conceive the 
fovereign of fome other country to 
be concerned. | mean to violate all

SIR, 


''E appears to me that the k ~~g’s 

Speech abftained with ;reat pro- 
priety from touching on our right to 
the Ifland of Fabkland, and confined 
itfelf folely to the affertion of is 
own honouf, and the fecurity of the 
people’s rights, which im it: were faad 
to be deeply affected. This motion 
though it may feem at fii to echo 
back the words delivered from the 
throne, is effentially differedt both in 
language and fenfe. In the; latter the 
fecurity 
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fecurity of our rights, in the former, 
our rights themfelves, are declared to 
be deeply affe&ted. If then this mo- 
tion paffes the houfe in its prefent 
form, we adopt not only a language, 
but an opinion different from thote 
of his majetty. We affirm pofitively 


that the right to Falkland’s Ifland is ~ 


vefted in the crown of Great Britain, 
and not in that of Spain; and by 
that ftep we throw a reflection both 
on his majetty, and on the miniltry : 
on his majeity, becaufe he did not im- 
mediately and exprefly affert our 
right ; on the miniftry, becaufe they 
concluded: the negotiation without 
eftablifhing our right. Now take 
this proceeding to be very injuri- 
ous; becaute our right has not been 
yet proved. 

I ought not however to be furprif- 
ed, that thefe expreffions thould be 
contended for by oppofition.

and repsration for the affront put up- 
on theicrown? In that cale, this 
claufe of the motion would be evi- 
dently abfurd, becaufe it would be 
impoffible forthe crown or minitters 
to comply with it.

STR, 

I entirely agree with thofe gentle- 
men, who affert that the honour of 
the crown, and the rights of the peo- 
ple, cannot be feparated in idea; 
and that he who preferves the former, 
cannot relinguifh the laner. They 
are certainly right. Thefe two points 
mult always follow one another. In 
domeltic concern, the honour of the 
crown is only fullied, when the rights 
of the people are invaded ; and in 
forcign affairs it is only fullied, when 
they 
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they are betrayed. For what is the 
honour of the crown: but the honour 
of the pepple? His majeftv, though 
not fo ftrictly and immediately a re- 
prejentative as this houte, is ftill a 
reprefentstive ; efpecially in matters 
of war and peace, where he acts for 
the whole community. 1 only with 
that his minifters had always fquared 
their condudt by this rule, by this 
large and extenfive fenfe, which they 
have now given to the honour of the 
crown. We fhould not then have 
reafon to complain, that they have 
betrayed our rights, and confequently 
that very honour, of which, for rea- 
fons well known to themfelves, they 
pretend to be fo tenacious. I fay, 
* confequently betrayed that very ho- 
nour.’ For, if the prefervation of 
the crown’s honour implies the pre- 
fervation of the people’s rights, IT am 
fure that, a fortiori, the relinquith- 
ment of the people’s .rights implies 
the relingquifhment of the crown’s 
honour. ‘The propofition is evi- 
dently convertible. The neceffary 
connection fubfilting between the 
fubject and the predicate, render 
their places mutually interchangea- 
ble. Now that the rights of the peo- 
ple have been betrayed is, I think, 
obvious to the meaneft capacity. For 
where 1s there any fatisfaction for the 
injury received, or any reimburfe- 
ment of the expénce incurred, in 
confequence of that injury ? Initead 
of compenfation you have a declara- 
tion, a promife from Spain, that fhe 
will obferve that faith which fhe has 
fo lately violated; though in that 
very promife fhe referves the nght of 
refuming the quarrel. Orrare nego- 
tiators! O able ftarefmen ! 

After thts inflance of their wifdom, 
why fhould we wonder to hear them 
quibbling about the difference be- 
tween our rights, and the fecarity of 
our rights? Without the rights, 
what fiignifies the fecurity? And with- 
eut the fecurity, what fignify the 
rights? They are infeparately con- 
nected ; and we muit have beth, or 
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nore., To what purpofe, then, is 
all this difplay of jefuitical fubrilty, 


and dialeétical acumen? However 


juft the diftinction may be in logic, 
it is in polities tetally contempuble, 
The only thing which it has taught 
us is, that little objects will always en- 
gage little minds ; and that the king’s 
ipeech isequivocal. Thisequivoca- 
tion, and thofe quibbles, may do ~ 
well enough in the narrow circle of — 
the cabal. They may fatisfy a junto 
of the minifter’s friends, or rather 
humble fervants, They may think 
that the conformity between the con- 
duct of the miniftry, and the mean- 
ing afligned to his majefty’s {peech, 
is a fuficient vindication of the con- 
vention. But the nation will not be 
fo complaifant. It muft have fome- 
thing more firm and fubftantial than 
thefe quirks and quiddities, which 
would have been unworthy even of 
Gill Blas, when he was a ftudent at 
Salamanca, and challenged every 
paflenger in the ftreets to a trial of 
logical fkill. Their indignation at 
this fhametul treaty will, | doubt nor, 
equal that of the honourable mem- 
ber, who has been fo free with the 
miniftry, and given you a fpecimen 
of the language, which will fhortly 
be held by the whole body of the peo- 
ple. Not that] do not think his ha- 
rangue premature.

He was in a particulag manner in- 
timat<ly acquainted with Mr, M’Lau- 
rin; and though his Knowledge of 
Algeb a and mixed quantity was but 
inconfiderable, yet he employed Mr. 
Henderfon, anno 17 ;6, to write out 
a copy both of the algebra and trea- 
tife of gunnery, which’Mr, M'Lau- 
rin had wiote with amazing clearnels 
and perfpicuity. ’ 

By his being known :to the Mar- 
quis of Tweedale, and} the Earl of 
Stair, he ‘became fecrktary to the 
former, on his lordthip’s being ap- 
pointed miniiter of Scots affairs, anno 
1741; and in the beginning of 1742, 
he, on lord Stair’s ariival in Lon- 
don, put his lordfhip in mind of the 
high regard he had always bore for Dr.

tor was at his own héufe in Stone- 
laws-clofe, when a letter arrived from 
Mr. Mitchell, dated the 14th of 
June, 1742, acquainting him thathe 
Was ap inted phy'fician to the Britifh 
ambaffador then atthe Hague.

from valt and uncommon fubfidies to

ftruck, and the news of fo fignal an 
infult to the crown of Great Britain 
had arrivedin Europe ‘jo this wil- 
ful, and therefore culpatle, neglect 
of reprefentation to the court of 
Spain, was added another neglect ; 
a neglect of fuch timely preparation 
for putting this nation in:fucs a ftate 
of defence, as the menacing appear- 
ances on the part of Spain, and the 
critical condition of Furope required. 
Thefe preparations, had, they been 
sindertalied early, would: have been 
executed with more effett, and lefs 
expence; would have been far lefs 
diltrefling to our trade, ‘and co our 
feamen ; would have aythorifed us 
in the beginuing to have' demanded, 
and would in all probability have in- 
duced Spain to confent tc, an imme- 
diate, perfect, and equixable fettle- 
ment of all the points iin difcuffion 
between the two crowns ; but all pre- 
paration having been neglected, the 
national fafety was left depending ra- 
ther upon accidental alterations in 
the internal circumiftances of our 
neighbours, than in the'proper and 
natural ftrength of the kingdom.; 
and this negligence was highly ag- 


gravated by the refufal of adminif- 


tration to confent to an addrefs pro- 
pofed by a noble lord, in this houfe, 
laitiefions, for a,.moderate and gra- 
dualaug mentation of our naval forces. 

V. Becaufe the negotiation, en- 
tered into much too late, was, from 


the'commencement, conducted upon 


punciples as difadvantageous to the 


wifdom of our public councils, as jt 


was finally concluded in a manner 
FE 2 ' difgraceful

VIII. Becaufe an unparalleled and 
mott audacious infult has been offer- 
ed to the honour of the Britith flag, 
by the detention of a fhip of war 
of his majelty’s, for twenty days at- 
tcr the jurrender of Port Egmont, 
and by the indignity of forcibly tak- 
ing away her rudder; this a& could 
not be supported upon any idea of 
being neceflary to the reduétion of 
the fort, nor was any fuch neceflity | 
pretended. No reparation in honour 
has been demanded for this wanton

IX. Beeaufe the Spanish declara 
tion, which our miniiters have ad- 
viled his maje ‘fly to accept, does tn 
genera! wo.ds imply his majefly’ $ aN’.

ing to dilturb the good ava e 
dence of the two courts; when iti: 
notorious, that no act of violence 
whatfoever had been committed or 
the part ot Great Britain. By this 
SiLniinill of fome implied aggrefion 
in the very declaration, pretended 
to be made for reparation of the in- 
ured digmity of Great Britain, hi 
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najefty 1s made to admita fuppofi- 
tion contrary to the truth, and in ju- 
rious to the dignity and honour of 
the crown. 

X. Becaufe in the {aid declaration, 
the reftitution 1s confined to port kLg- 
mont, when Spain herfelf originally 
ofe'red to cede Falkland’s Iflands ; it 
Is known that fhe made her forcible 
attack on pretence of ttle to the 
whole; and the reilitution ought, 
therefore, notto have been confin- 
ei to apartonly, norcan any reafon 
be : ifligned, “ hy the reltitut ion ought 
to have been made in narrower or 
mote ambiguous words than the 


claims of Spain, on which her aet of 


violence was grounded, and her offers 
of rellitution originally made. 
Becaufe the declaration, by 
which his majetty 1s to obtain poffef- 
fion of port I gmont, contains a re- 
fervation or condition of the quettion 
of a claim of prior right of fove- 
reigniy in the catholic king to the 
whole of Falkland’s lands, being 
the firit time fuch a claim has ever 
authentically appeared in any public 
inffrument, jointly concluded on by 
the two courts. No explanauon of 
the principles of this claim has been 
sequired, although there ts jalt rea- 
fon to beeve that thefe principles 
will equally extend to reftrain the li- 
berty, and confine the extent of the 
Priuth navigation. No counter 
claim has been made on the pa: of 
his mayefly to the right of fovereign- 
ty, Inany partof the (aid iMland ced- 
cito him, any aflertion whatloever 
of his majefty's right of foverei ipnty, 
had been ftudiouily avoided, from

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After having given thede reafons, 
founded on the facts which appe ared 
from the papers, we think it necet- 
fary here to diiclaim an invidious and 
injurious imputation, fubétituted in 
the place of tair arguinent, that they 
who will not approve of this conv i 
tion, are tor precipitating their coun- 
try into the calamities of war: we 
areas far from the defign, and we 
tru(t much tarther from the aéet of 
kindling the flame of war, than thofe 
who have auvited his maje ily tO ace 
cept of the declaration of the opanith 
ambaffador. 

We have never entertained the leaft 
thought of invalidating this public 
act; but if miarfters may not be cen- 
fured, or even punithed flor treaties 
which, though valid, are: injurious 
to the nauonal interett andl honour, 
without a fuppofition of the breach 
of public faith in this houfe, that 
fhould cenfure or punith, or of a 
breach of the laws of humanity, in 
thofe who propofe fuch ¢enfure or 
punifhment; the ufe of the peers as 
a controul on minifters, and the beft 
as well as highett, council of the 
crown, will be rendered of no avail. 
We have no doubt but a declaration 
more adequate to our juit pretenfi- 
ons, and to the dignity of the crown, 
might have been obtained without 
effufion of blood ; not only from the 
favourable circumitances Gf the con. 
juncture, but becaufe our jut de. 
mands were nc more than any fove- 
reign power, who had injured ano- 
ther thro’ inadvertence, or miltake, 
Ought, even from regard to its own 
honour, to have granted: and we 
are {atis hed, that the obt alning fuch 


terms would have been the only fure 
means of cftablifhing a lafling and 
honourable peace, 
Richmond, Audis;

‘The pertormers, notwithftanding it 
ts faid they got ready in their cha- 
racters ata very fhort notice, acquit- 
ted themfelves with great propriety 
in their different departments. Not 
to mention Mrs. Yates in particular 
on thtsoceafion, would he a very un- 
juftihable omiffion, as fhe, through 
the whole part of Clementina, gave 
fuch exquilite proofs of her aftonith- 
ing theatrical talents, that fhe fre- 
quently produced the moit uncom- 
mon burits of approba'ion from the 
admiring fpectators.

The Virago, who has drove 
poor Mr. Jeremiah Sneak from under 
his own roof, threatens him ven- 
geance, by the penny-polt, if he does 
not return---but is 
His afe@ionate vartuous wif, 
And very humble jervant. 
It has often amazed me, that cuf- 
toms of this kind, long eftablithed by 
time, have not been altered; for 
furely it is a prepotterous conclufion 
of an epiltle, to aflure a man, whom 
you have every contempt for, tha: 
you are his very humble and obed1- 
ent fervant. 
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I! find more or lefs the manners 
of people corrected and refined as 
they approach to the different metra- 
polifes. Forexample, the people of 
(sreenock, Aberdeen, and Perth, 
are not fo polifhed as thote of iKdin- 
burgh and Glafsow; nor the inha- 
bicants of Liverpool, Hull, Newcaf- 
tle, and Plymouth, as thote of Lon- 
don. Manners which thock our feel- 
ings in town, are not obferved in the 
country ; and though many may ar- 
gue, that though the fcabbard is 
rough on the outhde, the fword 1s 
bright and tharp within, neverthe- 
lefs, at is neceffary to have even exter- 
nal appearances to recommend us, 
as well as internal virtues. It has 
not happened to every perfon to fee 
London; therefore fo much 1s not 
expected from the ruftic, as the man 
of education. Bat! utterly protelt 
againit any man profefiing rudenets, 
becaule he can boatt of inte; pritv, and 
is thought to be an honelt man. I 
don’t fee that the poffeilion of any 
cardinal virtue entitles any man to be 
sude and vulgar. Good fenfe and 
good manners go hand in hand, and 
when we lofe fight of thofe two 
grand leading mai ‘ks, politenefs and 
civility, be atiured the perfon 1s at 
Ca; anda dan cing maite r, aud good 
example, are the only pilots that can 
fet him in a right courfe. ‘The pre- 
judices of parents to their offspring 
1s pardonable ; but | have frequent- 
ly been eeshen away from an excel- 
lent glats of wine to indulge a fond 
father, in hearing his dauvhter iguall 
for an hour to a forte-piano out of 
tune, without even experience {uil- 
cient to firike a right key. I with 
fome of my friends may read this pa- 
per, to fave the feelings of t'e au- 
thor tor the future. Example, in 
every fituation of life, 1s the bett 
preceptor: Burl am forry to fay, 
that while we have two fuch exem- 
plary patterns of virtue upon the 
throne, the nobility of the court are 
the dupes of gameiters, fharpers, and 
other fafhionable ‘adventurers.

Among intelligent beings, fociet 
fhould not be bounded by a col 
exhibition of their perfons, or a du!

Whatever doth not tend to make u = 
berte 
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better, corrupts us; batif women, 
who are the ornaments of fociety, 
would flrive to join juftuefs of thought 
and uprightnets of heart to the gra- 
ces of the body, the tafte we have 
for them would unfold excellent qua- 
ities in us; let them then raife their 
fouls to noble objeats, and they wall ri- 
pen the fe ds of every virtue in men. 

‘Tne empire which women owe to 
beauty, was only given them for the 
general good of all the human {pe- 
cies, Men, deftined to great actions, 
have a certain fiercenefs, which only 
women can correct; there is in their 
manners, more than their features, a 
fweetnefs, capable of bending that 
natural ferocity, which unattemper- 
ed would foon degenerate into bru- 
tality. 

We may well fay, that 1f we were 
deftitute of women, we fhould ail be 
different from what we are. Our en- 
deavours to be agreeable to them, po- 
lifhand foften that rough fevere {train 
{fo natural to us; their chearfulnefs 
is a counter balance to our rough 
auflere humours: in a word, if men 
did not converfe with women, they 
would be lefs perfect and lefs happy 
than they are. 

That man who ts infenhble to the 
fweetnefs of female converfation, 
is rarely the friend to mankind : fuch 
cherifh an infenfibility which render 
even their virtues dangerous. Tne 
great qualities of Charles the twelfth, 
had not troubled all Europe, if that 
prince hid lived more in the fociety 
of women, alone capable of foften- 
ing his untraétable courage ; for he 
refuled to fee the countefs of Ko- 
ningfmarc, who brought him, from 
king Auguftus, propofals of peace, 
which her wit and beauty might have 
rendered fuccefsful, 
if men require tne tender applica- 
tion of women to render them more 


tractable, thofe on the other hand, 
ee equally want the 
“= men to awaken their vivacity, aod 
craw them froma negligence into 
Me Waich, if they were not itimulated

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by a defire of pleafing, they would 
certainly fall. That defire produces 
the allurements of the face, the grace 
of air, and the {weetoefs of voice: 
for whether they fpeak, move, or 
{mile, they think of rendering them- 
{elves agreeable. Whence we may 
conclude, that it 1s the men who, 
in fome degree, give charms to the 
women; who without them would 
fall into a four or indolent temper. 
Befides, female minds, overwhelmed 
with tries would Janguifh in igno- 
rance, if mén, recalling them to more 
elevated objects, did not communi- 
cate dignity and vigor. 

Tis thus that the two fexes ought 
to be perfected by one another. ‘Ihe 
manly courage of the one, is temper- 
ed by the foftnefs of the other, which 
in itsturn borrows from the fame cou- 
rage. The one acquires, 1n women’s 
company, a milder tincture, while 
the other lofe their female levity. 
Their ditterent qualities balance each 
Other, and’ it 1s from that mixture, 
that that happy accord arifes, which 
renders them both more accom- 
plifhed, 

The variety of minds may be com- 
parcd to that of voices, which would 
rather form an agreeable concert, 
than a grating difcord. If men are 
of a ftronger frame, it is, the more 
effectually to contribute to the hap- 
pinefs of thofe who are more delicat: ; 
one fex was not defigned to be the 
oppreflor of the other: the intimate 
connection between them jis for ge- 
neral advantage; and thofe ridicu- 
lous debates of fuperiority, are an 
infult to nature, and an ingratitude 
for her benefits. 

We are born women’s fitends, noe 
treir rivals; much lefs their tyrant: : 
and that ftrength which was given v 
for their dcfe:ce, is abufed whea 
thereby we enflave them ; and ¢ 

anifh from fociety, its f a 
charm, that part of the human {pc- 
cies which is moft proper to animate 


it, wou'd render it quite infipid. 
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The trath of this hath been pro- 
ved bythe people of the eaff, who join- 
ing together a fenfe of their own 
weaknefs and a brutal paflion, have 
regarded women as dangerous com- 
panions, againit whom they matt be 
vn their gaard: therefore they have 
enflaved that fex to avoid being en- 
flaved by them, and have thought 
too much love gave them a title to 
mifufe them. But thefe tyrannic 
mafters have been the firit victims of 
their tyrannic jealoufy. Devoted to 
a lonely melancholy life, they have 
fought for tender fenfations in vain, 
amidft their fair flaves. Senfibility, 

with the delicacy ever its compani- 
on, are only to be found in the reign 
of freedom, fince they both necefla- 
rily thun a fociety void of thofe 
iprings whence they might grow. 
‘i’heie and fuch like people feek to 
recompenfe themfelves for a loft fen- 
fibility and delicacy, bya brutith vo- 
luptuoufnefs which only ferves to 
numb their fenfes, and brutalize 
their fouls.

Extra& of a Letter from Parts, Jan.21. 


** The king threatened the magiltrates of 
the parliament, to deprive them of their em- 
ployments, if they would not obey his letters 
of juffion ; and likewife fignified to them, that 
it isin vain for them to make oppolition, in 
hopes that his majefty would withdraw his 
edit, or at leaft fufpend the execution of it, 
which nobody was ever authoriled to give 
them any affurance of. 

‘** Since this the parliament refolved, that 
they could not obey the king’s letters of jul- 
fon; but that they would wait for his ma- 
jefty’s orders with equal refolution and fub- 
miffien. 

‘** On Saturday laft, inthe night, the muf- 
keteers went to the members of the parlia- 
ment at their own houles, and pretented 
to each a letter de cachet, which enjoined 
them to declare immediately, whether they 
would refume their ufual duty, or perfift in 
their refuial; in teftimony whereof they were 
tofign Yesor No. They were told at the 
fame time, that therr refufal would be conli- 
dered as an 10 of difobedience. 

‘We cannot exactly tell how they acted, 
farther than that fome figned Ves, and fome 
No, and many refufed to explain themfeives ; 
declaring that, as private men, they were al!
